Burnaby's death that be had left 
bind bim the manuscript of a novel for 
Which there was considernble competi- 
tion among the publisters. 

This ts quite true, The manuscript,” 
& bulky parcel, waahanded to me 
with discretionary power either to pub- 
lish it myself or to use it in connection 
With the proposed biogtaphy. 

Here a singular and, as it Gnally 
proved, a fatal obstacle prevented it- 
self. Familiar for many. years with 
Burnaby's: handwriting, I could not: 
after diligent endeavor make out more 
‘than a sentence bere and there on the 
crowded page of manuscript. 

Burvaby's writing was, possibly with 
the exception of Dean Stanley's, the 
worst I ever raw. It looked as If be- 
fore sliting Gown to write a letter be 
had pulled a twig out of the hedge, 
mixed a little biacking aud then gone 
ahead. 

He wrote the whole of his “Ride to 
Khbiva” and bis “Ride on Horseback 
Through Asia Minor” with his own 
hand. But before they ‘reached the 
printer they were fairly written out by 
a copysist. 

The hapless man used to make ou 
}@s much as be could, then leave blanks 
for filling up which he had to seek the 
assistance of the author. Sometimes 
there were more binnks In a page than 
words. 

Despairing of making anything of 
the manuscript of the novel, ft was 
submitted to a publisher, who turned 
upon it his most skillful decipherist. 
Neither head nor tall could be made 
of the manuscript, and the intention 
of publishing the novel was conse 
quently abondoned.—Sir BH. W. Lacy 
by Cornhill Magazine.

The indescribable dreariness ot 
the scene is heightened by two monu 
mental! stones gurlanded with wreaths 
and evrrounded by flowers... The tirst 
records the memory of a young arti- 
san and was raised by his fellow 
| workmen; the second commemorates 

brotherly and sisterly affection. Botb 
suicides were driven to self murder by 
play.
